Farm Board's bulging stores of 


wheat and cotton were offered to- 
day to national relief agencies to 
help relieve unemployment distress. 

As much as is needed will be 
released, either for cash or de- 
ferred payments, to. make bread 
and clothing for the needy. 

The board has no authority un- 
der the law to give away its stocks 
—about 190,000,000 bushels of 
wheat and 1,300,000 bales of cot- 
ton—without some compensation. 
Only Congress can do that. 

There have been many &urges- 
tions that- Congress reimburse the 
board. Should it do so, obliga- 
tions of relief agencies would be 
adjusted by congressional action 
and the wheat and cotton would 
go into relief channels free of 
charge. 

In the meantime, the board has 
agreed to accept deferred pay- 
ments so that the surplus grain and 
cotton may be available immediate- 
ly. The board and the agencies if 
the latter accept the board's offer. 

No particular agencies were

FOURTH PROVISION 
STUMBLING BLOCK 


‘‘Because of Condition of 
Stock Market” Corpora- 
tions Do Not Wish to Sur- 
render Stock Control.

WASHINGTON, Oct. 3.—A crisis 
has’ been precipitated, it developed 
tonight by the blunt and unexpect- 
ed refusal of the so-called ‘“‘Radio 
Trust’’ to accept the terms upon 
which the Department of Justice 
hag offered to dismiss suit against 
the companies composing’ the 
“trust.” ' 

When Attorney-General Mitchell 
returns Monday from his vacation 
he will be confronted with the ne- 
cessity of deciding whether the 
Government is going to back down 
in the face of this challenge, or 
whether it is going to fight. The 
two subordinate officials who have 
béen in direct charge of the nego- 
tiations will insist that the suit be/ 
prosecuted, and in the event of 
Mitchell’s failure to support them 
they may feel compelled to resign. 

The defendants include some of 
the largest corporations in the 
United States, and there have been 
intimations of political reprisal in 
in case the Government insists on 
prosecuting the suit. Among other 
things, it has been discreetly “sug- 
gested” that prosecution of the suit 
would have an extremely adverse 
effect on the stock market, thus 
deepening the depression. 

Companies Named in Suit. 

A Senate investigation of the 
methods and practices of the “Ra- 
dio Trust’ was mainly responsible 
for the filing of the suit last win- 
ter. The original bill of complaint 
named the following companies as 
defendants: Radio Corporation of 
America, American Telephone & 
Telegraph Co., General Motors, 
Genéral ‘Hlbctric and Westinghouse 
Electric & Manufacturing Co. Pres-

Terms of Dismissal.

2. Revision of the patent con- 
tracts among the defendant compa- 
nies. to eliminate the exclusive Ii- 
censes which’ the Government 
charges are illegal. 

5. Create a patent pool open to 
the public on equal terms, with a 
rate Of royalties to be fixed by in- 
dependent trustces. 

4. Readjust the stock ownership 
under which General Electric and 
Westinghouse possess a controlling 
interest.in the Radio Corporation 
and its subsidiaries.

the others, the commandment 
of charity. 

It was this commandment to 
which our predecessors of hap- 
py memory appealed repeatedly 
with like purpose in the days 
of hatreds and bitter war. 

We invoke this most beauti- 
ful of commandments now, not 
merely as the supreme and all- 
embracing duty according to 
Christian law but rather as the

.OLLOWING is the text of the papal encyclical “Nova Impendent,” 
as published. tonight in the Vatican newspaper, Osservatore 


nobleness and to Christian per- 
fection. 

We do not feel it necessary to 
insist on this with many words 
for it seems so evident that this 
generosity of heart alone, this 
fervor alone of Christian souls 
with their holy impetus towards 
dedication and sacrifice for the 
salvation of their brethren, 
notably for those most needy 
and those exciting most com- 
passion as do the throngs of in- 
nocent children, will succeed in 
overcoming by force of unani- 
mous concord the grave diffi- 
culties of the present hour. 

And since the unbridled race 
for armaments is on the one 
hand the effect of the rivalry 
among nations and on the other 
the cause of the withdrawal of 
enormous sums from the public 
wealth and hence not the small- 
est of contributors of the cur- 
rent extraordinary crisis, we 
cannot refrain from renewing 
on this subject the wise ad- 
monitions of our predecessor 
which thus far have not been 
heard. 


“We exhort you all, venerable 
brethren, that with all the 
means at your disposal, both by 
preaching and by the press, you 
seek to illumine minds and open 
hearts on this matter according 
to the solid dictates of right, 
reason and of the Christian law. 

The thought occurs to us to 
propose that each of you act as 
the point of union for the 
charity and generosity of your 
faithful and the center of dis- 
tribution for the relief offered 
by them, 


However, if, in some dioceses 
it seems more Opportune, we 
see no difficulty in giving the 
leadership to the respective 
pastors or to some charitable 
institution of proved efficiency 
or of your special confidence. 

We have exhorted you to use 
all means at your. disposal, 
prayer, preaching, the press, 
but we wish to be the first to 
call to your faithful, begging 
them in visceribus Christi to re- 
spond with generous’ charity 
to your appeal following you 
in all that .you propose after 
you have acquainted them 
with this, our Apostolic letter. 

Since, however, human force 
without divine aid will never 
suffice to gain our purpose, let 
us lift on high fervent prayers 
to the giver of every gift that 
shorten this period of tribula- 
tion, 

In the name of all our 
brothers who suffer let us re- 
peat more fervently than ever 
the prayer that Christ himself 
has taught us ‘give us this day 
our daily bread.” 

We counsel all to recall for 
their encouragement and com- 
fort that the Divine Redeemer 
will count as done until him- 
self whatever we may do for 
his poor (Matt. XXV, 40) and 
that, according to other of. his 
consoling words, whosoever 
Shall receive little ones in his 
name has as much as received 
him (Matt. XVII, 10). 

The feast which the Church 
celebrates today, then, recalls 
as if to give conclusion to our 
exhortation, the touching words 
of Jesus, who, in the expression 
of St. John Chrysostom, after 
erecting impregnable walls for 
the protection of the souls of 
children added the warning, 
‘See that you despise not one 
of these littles ones: for I say to 
you that their angles in Heaven 
always see the face of my 
father who is in Heaven.” 

It will be these angels who 
in Heaven will present to the 
Lord the acts of charity com- 
puted by generous hearts in 
aid of children. They likewise 
will obtain most copious bless- 
ings for those who have taken 
to heart this sacred cause. 

Further, approaching as we 
are the feast of Christ the King, 
whose reign and whose peace 
we have sought to promote 
since the beginning of our pon- 
tificate, it seems to us very op- 
portune to propose that as 
preparation for it solemn tri- 
duums be held in every parish 
church to implore God to spread 
abroad thoughts of peace and 
its gifts. 

In augury of which we im- 
part the apostolic benediction 
to you, venerable brethren, to 
all who will answer our pater- 
nal appeal.

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POPE ASKS WORLD 
TOUNITEIN RELIET 
OFUNEMPLOYMENT 


Armament Race, Involving 
Vast Expenditures, Lead- 
ing Cause of Depression, 


He Thinks.

VATICAN CITY, Oct. 8.—Pope 
Pius XI tonight issued an encycll- 
cal in which he called on the world 


to join in a new crusade of mercy 
for the relief of unemployed mil- 
lions who, he said, are the victims 
of economic distress primarily 
caused by the “unbribed race for 
armaments... 

The encyclical, called ‘‘Nova Im- 
pendent’’—new things are upon us 
—was written by the Pope yester- 
day, the day on which the church 
celebrates the feast of guardian 
angels. 

Hunger, want and the menacing 
“nlague” of idleness, the Pontiff 
said, were caused largely by the 
armament race inspired by national 
rivalries and resulting in the dissi- 
pation of enormous wealth. 

He instructed the Bishops and 
other church authorities to organ- 
ize relief, and called on all men to 
conttibute to the support of this 
charitable endeavor. 

In discussing disarmament, the 
Pope recommended that by preach- 
ing and through the press Bishops 
“seek to illumine minds and open 
hearts on this matter.” 

Innocent children, he declared, 
were suffering most. “In the 
squalor of misery they are con- 
demned to see fade from their lives 
joy and happiness,” 

He warned the world that the 
“want of so many families and 
their children, if not provided for, 
threatens to push them, which may 
God avert, to the point of exas- 
peration.”’ 

The present misery, the Pontiff 
said, ‘“‘strikes more cruelly the less 
strong, though the more strongly 
loved, the children, the humble, 
and those with less money, the 
workers and the proletariat.” 
The stricken people of the world 
ask only the privilege of earning 
their bread, the Pope continued, 
but many of them are unable to do 
50. 

In Vatican City it was consid- 
ered significant that today the 
Pope had a 45-minute talk with 
Viscount Cecil of Chelwood, for 
many years one of Great Britain’s 
chief proponents of disarmament. 
This evening the Viscount con- 
ferred with Foreign Minister Dino 
Grandi, who submitted an arms 
truce proposal at the recent League 
of Nations meeting in Geneva. 


‘Depression a Blessing in Disguise,’ 
French Author Says. 

NEW YORK, Oct. 3. — Canon 
Ernest Dimnet, French author, said 
today on his arrival for a_ two- 
months’ American tour, that the 
world depression is a blessing in 
disguise, and of all the nations af- 
fected, the United States has the 
most optimistic outlook. 

“The world-wide depression,” 
Canon Dimnet said, “will in reality 
prove most useful. It will sober 
the world, a conditon which the 
world stands greatly in need of. 
“As far as the United States is 
concerned. you have nothing to 
worry about. Your banks are full 
of gold. When the people of the 
United States realize that they 
should have far more confidence in 
a nation ‘fundamentally sounder 
than any other, gold will come out 
of the banks, goods will be bought 
and prosperous times return.”

JAPANESE PLANES 
BOMB GHINESE IN 
MANCHURIAN CAME 


Tokio Reports Attack Was 
Made on Bandits—Other 


Sources Say They Were 
Troops.

SHANGHAI, Oct. 3.—The bomb- 


ing of af Chinese concentration 
northeast of Mukden, Manchurian 
capital city, by Japanese army 


planes and the occupation by Jap- 
anese troops of Newchang were re- 
ported today by both Japanese and 
Chinese news agencies. 

The dispatches agreed with the 
contention of Chinese official cir- 
cles that Japan is not loosening its 
grip on Southern Manchuria. 

Reuters News Agency said 60 
bombs were dropped on a Chinese 
barracks at Paishan-Chengtse, 
about 100 miles from Mukden, 
which has ceased to be the official 
capital since its occupation by Jap- 
anese forces sent there for the an- 
nounced purpose of protecting 
Japanese lives and investments in 
the South Manchurian railway and 
other properties. 

Chinese news sources said the 
men bombed were Chinese soldiers, 
but Japanese news sources called 
them bandits. Reuters referred to 
them as Chinese troops numbering 
6000, and said there wére 200 cas- 
ualties. The bombing apparently 
was in retaliation for the recent 
shooting down of a Japanese mili- 
tary plane. 

The expedition which occupied 
Newchang, Manchurian commercial 
center, was explained by the Jap- 
anese dispatches as made necessary 
by ‘“‘widespread lawlessness’ in 
Southern Manchuria. Chinese au- 
thorities said the Japanese were re- 
sponsible for such conditions be- 
cause the confusion brought about 
by their occupation had destroyed 
the former machinery for the main- 
tenance of order.

NEW TORK. Oc Oct. 3.—A Brad- 


treet’s nation-wide survey of views 
of American business and industry 
on when to expect an upturn was 
made public today. 

“The feeling is probably best 
summarized by Cornelius F. Kelley, 
president of the Anaconda Copper 
Mining Co., says Bradstreet’s.” He 
said: “I do not know. Everyone 
who has guessed has been wrong 
and any guess made now will prob- 
ably to wrong.” 

John R. McDonald, president of 
the Erie Foundries Co., said the 
upturn had started. He. foresaw 
improvement during the coming 
winter. 

Others like E. G. Griggs, presi- 
dent of the St. Paul & Tacoma 
Lumber Co., and other companies 
and associations, took the view that 
there was no reason to expect im- 
provement for at least six months. 

The great majority, however, 
Bradstreets says, either refused to 
give any definite time or said the 
United States cannot expect any re- 
covery until certain conditions had 
been rectified. 

W. B. Storey, president, Atchli- 
son, Topeka & Santa Fe Railroad, 
and R. M. Barthold, president. of 
the California Packing Corporation, 
held that the economic world still 
faces many troubles ahead, and 
therefore refused to venture a pre-

Trust Co., Books Order- 
ed by Circuit Court to Get 
Under Way Tomorrow. 


With a grand jury investigation 
ordered into the closing last Jan- 
uary of the Central Trust Co. of 
St. Charles, a depository which 
had total resources of more than 
$1,000,000 and deposits in excess of 
$600,000, a special audit of the 
bank’s records will be begun to- 
morrow to determine its relations 
to officers and companies in which 
they were interested. 

The audit was ordered by the 
Circuit Court at St. Charles on pe- 
tition of Edwin F. Huncker, Spe- 
cial Deputy Commissioner of the 
State Finance Department, in 
charge of liquidation of the bank. 

Of total loans of $849,268, loans 
aggregating $249,594 were in the 
names of 17 individuals and com- 
panies named in Huncker’s peti- 
tion, according to\-anh inventory 
made by the State Finance Depart- 
ment as of Jan. 3, the last business 
day before the bank was closed.

“On the Religious Frontier,” a 
volume by Percival Chubb ad- 
dressed to “the religious unem- 
ployed,” has been issued, and is de- 
scribed as offering “a communal 
haven to individuals who need re- 
ligious fellowship but are outside 
the fold of the existing religious in- 
stitutions.”’ 

Chubb, leader of the St. Louis 
Ethical Society, is familiar with the 
“frontier” on both sides the At- 
lantic. ‘Before he came to. this 
country in 1889 he had become a 
charter member of the Fabian So- 
ciety and the first English Ethical 
Society, and so was associated with 
groups including Ramsay MacDon- 
ald, Bernard Shaw, Havelock Ellis 
and men who had been influenced 
by Thomas Hill Green of Oxford. 

The frontier is defined as the 
border land between orthodox re- 
ligion and the region where men 
live unattached to any distinctive 
religious institution, with the com- 
ment: “Religious liberals, living 
on that border land, tend to become 
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individualistic and to lose sight of 
the importance of religious fellow- 
ship. Religious fellowship, how- 
ever, is one of the prime needs of 
human nature.”

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HALE ASSAILS HOOVER'S 
NAVAL ECONOMY PLAN 


Declares He Will Offer Bill to 
Authorize Building to Limit 
of London Treaty. 


By the Associated Press, 
WASHINGTON, Oct. 3.—The 


navy’s friends in Congress today 
answered President Hoover's chal- 
lenge to let the country decide 
whether expenditures for the fleet 
should be reduced. 

Chairman Hale of the Senate 
Naval Committee charged the chief 
executive's plan would invite at- 
tack by weakening the nation’s 
first line of defense. In addition, 
he formally announced that he and 
Representative Britten of Illinois, 
chairman of the last House Naval 
Committee, would introduce legis- 
lation to authorize building the 
navy up to the limits of the Lon- 
don treaty. 

Contcnding that the navy is 
“rapidly becoming a collection of 
antiquated ships,’”’ Hale also voiced 
opposition to any naval holiday 
“that puts off our catching up’ 
with the fleets of other nations. 

Construction Postponed. 

The administration called upon 
the Navy Department a few days 
ago to cut its budget from $401,- 
000,000 to $340,000,000 and post- 
poned construction of six destroy- 
ers authorized by Congress at. the 
last session. The President also 
was represented as incensed over 
the activity of unnamed naval of- 
ficers in expressing in the press ob- 
jections to the administration’s 
economy program. 

Hale contended that failure to 
keep the navy up to the rattos 
fixed by the London treaty ‘“can- 
not be justified on the seore. of 
economy, any more than faliure of 
an individual to keep up fire in- 
surance or life insurance can be s0 
justified.” 

He warned that navy expendi- 


tures “‘were cut down to the low- 
est limit that could be reached 
without impairing naval efficien- 
cy” under the “careful pruning of 
the economcial Coolidge adminis- 
tration.” 


“The navy is the first line of de- 
fense of the country,” Hale said. 
“We maintain it to support our for- 
tign policies, to protect our com- 
merce and our citizens, and to 
guard Our possession at home and 
abroad. If the navy is not needed 
for these purposes it is the height 
of folly to keep it up. If we con- 
cede that it is needed all that we 
have to determine is the necessary 


degree of naval strength to be ke 
up to enable it to carry gat the 
purpose for which it exist 


Hope Without Foundation. 


“At the three naval conferences 
On limitation of armaments, the 
American demands, based on the 
judgment of our leading statesmen 
and naval experts, have crystallized 
into a demand for a navy equal to 
that of any other one naval Power 
in the world. Since the ratifica- 
tion of the Washington treaty this 
country has done very little naval 
building, hoping that our example 
of non-building would be followed 
by the other naval Powers, The 
result hag shown that the hope was 
without foundation. 


“When the London treaty was be- 
fore the Senate for ratification one 
of the principal arguments made 
in its favor was that. the treary 
would enable us to catch up with 
Great Britain and Japan. This is 
precisely what we have not done. 


“The proposition that has _re- 
cently been quoted as having the 
approval of our Government to de- 
clare a year’s holiday in ship build- 
ing entirely stultifies the claim of 
our delegates to the London confer- 
ence that the treaty called a halt 
on the shipbuilding of the other 
Powers that would enable the 
United States t6 catch up on its 
shipbuilding. Any naval holiday 
that puts off our catching up is 
clearly agtietriment to this country 
an dan advantage in armament to 
other countries at our expense.”

A call for substitution of the 
delegate convention system, instead 
of the direct primary, for choosing 
party nominees for the appellate 
courts of Missouri was adopted 
unanimously by the Missouri Bar 
Association, closing its fifty-first 
annual meeting at Hotel Statler 
yesterday. 

The subject was presented by 
David M. Proctor of Kansas City, 
a former State Senator and a Re- 
publican, in the form of a resolu- 
tion providing for a committee to 
ask the Governor to request the 
Legislature to make the change. 
The courts affected would be the 
| Supreme Court and the three 
Courts of Appeals, in St. Louis, 
| Kansas City and Springfield. Proc- 
tor suggested that later the pro- 
| posal could be carried to the lower 
‘courts and to administrative of- 
| tices. 
Excessive Cost of Primaries. 
Speaking of the excessive cost of 
primary campaigns for those aspir- 
‘ing to the appellate benches, Proc- 
tor said: “We must protect at 
least one and probably the most 
‘important branch of our govern- 
ment from the blight and scourge 
If we would 
|preserve and perpetuate our free 
institutions, we must hold intact 
‘the courts against sinister influ- 
‘ences.” He ascribed to the pri- 
mary system responsibility for 
many present troubles with govern- 
ment, ani called the primary an 
“unscientific, catch-as-catch-can, 
slovenly, hit-and-miss method.” 
| Answering the complaint that poll- 
ticlans might dominate delegate 
conventions to the detriment of the 
government, he pointed to the 
,method of nominating Presidents. 

“We have witnessed,” Proctor 
went on, “the travesty and tragedy 
of politically-minded Congressmen, 
Democrats and Republicans alike, 
carrying deep primary scars, au-

“In this state of things the law- 
| yers should take concerted action.

5-SYSTEM SCHEME

Commission Would Have to 
Abrogate Several of It’s 
Anti-Trust Decisions and 
Other Orders.

WASHINGTON, Oct. 3—A gi- 


gantic railroad merger, involving 
billions of dollars and affecting a 
huge sector of the nation’s map, 
was proposed today before the In- 
terstate Commerce Commission. 
Four great Eastern carriers—the 
Pennsylvania, New York Central, 
Baltimore & Ohio and the Van 
Sweringen . interests — advanced 
their plan for consolidation of 
Eastern roads into four trunk lines. 
They objected to the consolida- 
tion plan worked out by the com- 
mission in 1929. Its proposal for 


a five-system merger they termed 
impractical and asked that it be 
amended to include their own plan. 
Today's action was preliminary to 
a petition for actual consolidation, 
it was explained in railroad circles. 
Should the commission accept the 
proposed lineup, the roads then 
would come in with individual pe- 
titions.

The Baltimore & Ohio would 
have to buy the Ann Arbor, a 
subsidiary of the Wabash, which 
the Pennsylvania controls; the 
Lehigh & Hudson River; the Chi- 
cago, Indianapolis & Louisville, 
jointly owned by the Southern 
Railway and the Louisville & 
Nasghville, and enough stock of 
the Reading Railway Co. to give it 
control of that line. It already 
owns 47 per cent of the Reading, 
which in turn controls the Jersey 
Central and the Atlantic City Rail- 
road. 


The Van Sweringen lines have 
the Chicago & Eastern Illinois un- 
der option. They also would have 
to buy the Bessemer & Lake Erie, 
owned by the United States Steel 
Corporation, and the Lehigh Val- 
ley, owned by the Pennsylvania. 

The rich, coal-carrying Virgin- 
ian Railway, owned by the H. H.

Frequently Detained by Police. 


McQuillan, of a jaunty and deb- 
onair personality, is reputed to 
have amassed a fortune out of the 
Mounds Club, where he was often 
seen attired in a Tuxedo. He has 
frequently been picked up for in- 
vestigation by St. Louis police and 
a year and a half ago was warned 
by Chief of Detectives Kaiser to 
stay out of St. Louis. 

At that time he boastfully told 
of the successful financial opera- 
tions of the club, of the political 
influence of its promoters, and of 
the absence of fear of interference 
by Madison County authorities. 
After intermittent operations, the 
club was closed over a year ago. 

McQuillan was one of six men 
arrested May §8, last, in a spectac- 
ular raid on an East St. Louis re- 
sort and taken to Chicago for ques- 
tioning about crimes attributed to

20 HURT IN FIGHT 
WITH STRIKEBREAKERS 


Flareup Starts on Boston Pier 
When Negro Attacks Union 
Longshoreman. 


. 


By the Associated Press, 
BOSTON, Oct. 3.—One man was 


seriously wounded and 20 more 
were injured today in a bitterly 
fought clash between striking 
union longshoremen and nonunion 
Negro workers at Commonwealth 
Pier. Firearms, knives, bale hooks 
and clubs were used freely in the 


conflict. It was the first serious 
outbreak since 50 longshoremen 
employed by the Luckenbach 
Steamship Line went on _ strike 
early in the week. 

Charles J. Coles, 60 years old, 
a non-union Negro, suffered skull 
and arm fractures. Several shots 
were fired during the battle, bus 
no one was reported struck by bul- 
lets. Coles and others who suf- 
fered stab wounds and less serious 
injuries were taken to hospitals 
after police, some of whom dis- 
charged their pistols into the air, 
halted the fighting. No arrests 
were made. 

Union Longshoremen Attacked. 

The conflict was the climax of a 
series of minor assaults and dem- 
onstrations which have occurred 
since the Luckenbach §s strikers 
were replaced by Negro non-union 
workers several days ago. The 
flareup came, police said, when a 
group of Negro workers ona 
Luckenbach liner attacked a un- 
ion longshoreman employed on the 
Amercian-Hawaiian liner, Califor- 
nian. The union man was stabbed 
in the struggle. His fellow work- 
ers rushed to is rescue, precipi- 
tating a general outbreak of fight- 
ing. 

Approximately 100 men partici-

Rockne. 

Picking up their two-year 
thread of victory where it was 
left off, the fighting Irish came 
through the final half in spectac- 
ular style to whip the strong Indi- 
ana University eleven, 25 to 0, in 
the first game for Notre Dame 
since Rockne was killed in an 
airplane disaster.

Athletics engage in the third battle of the present series. 


Grimes dropped two tough deci- 
sions a year ago, but he’s still con- 


fident that he can turn back the 
Athletics. His second reverse in 
1930 came after he had stopped 
the Mackmen with four hits and 
no runs in eight innings, when 
Jimmy Foxx hit a homer with 
Mickey Cochrane on base. 

That Grimes was not a “bad’’ 
pitcher in his two outs is evidenced 
from the fact that the Athletics 
reached him for but 10 safeties. 
But those safeties carried distance, 
inasmuch as each of the runs 
scored against him was due to an 
extra base wallop. 

How It Happened. 

Digging back into the old rec- 
ords, it is found that Grove beat 
Grimes, although he allowed only 
five hits to nine off the left-hand- 
er. Each of those five swats how- 
ever resulted in a run. It all came 
about as follows: 

Foxx hit a home run in second; 
Simmons homered in fourth; Bish- 
op walked and scored on Dyke's 
double in the sixth; Haas tripled 
and counted when Boley put down 
a squeeze play bunt in the seventh, 
while in the eighth, Cochrane 
smashed out the Athletics third 
home run of the battle. 

While Grimes was being treated 
in this manner, each of the hits 
off Grove was good for but one 
base. 


However, Burleigh thinks that 
his luck will change. He expects 
the Cardinals to score more runs 
for him this year than a season 
ago, when they counted but two, 
in the 18 innings he was on duty.

Marked interest has been shown 
this year in the development of 
a new part of University City, in 
the vtcinity of Delmar boulevard, 
west of North and South boulevard.

As a play the piece is no great 
shakes being a series of episodes, 
loosely connected, rather than a 
smoothly running drama, but as an 
example of fine acting and as a 
semi-historical document it is 
superb and, also, delightful enter- 
tainment. ‘Its technical faults, 
then, are of small moment. George 
Washington, Thomas Jefferson and 
James Monroe, as ably played as 
the role of Hamilton, have promi- 
nent parts in the picture story 
which begins with Gen. Washing- 
ton saying farewell to his troops 
at the finish of the Revolutionary 
War. and ends with President 
Washington congratulating Hamil- 
ton, the Secretary of the Treasury, 
for engineering his great financial 
bill through a hostile Congress. In 
between the political parts of the 
play is woven a story of Hamilton's 
home life and his being led into 
an entanglement with a woman by 
enemies who wish to bring about 
his downfall. These episodes are 
not very convincing. Hamilton, if 
he had been the masterful handler 
of men he has shown to be in 
other spots, would never have be- 
come the willing payer of tribute 
money which, so certcinly, put him 
in the hands of his opponents. 
Then, too, the very beautiful June 
Collyer was too sweet and innocent 
to be the tool of the blackmailers. 
That, again, was a small matter 
and “Alexander Hamilton” is one 
of the most commendable pictures 
of the year.

Douglas Fairbanks Jr., Looking With Longing Eyes 
To Broadway and the Legit and Is Amassing a Bank

N reviewing the movies on this page last Sunday we referred to 
[ine fact that Douglas Fairbanks Jr., the star of “I Like Your 

Nerve,” at the Missouri, was hankering for Broadway and the 
drammer. Young Doug, who will soon be 24 years old, has been 
making pictures for eight years, which stamps him as a veteran in 
the film industry. His first screen appearance was made at a time 
when ‘‘The Covered Wagon,” “Hunchback of Notre Dame” and his 
father’s picture, “‘Robin Hood,”’ were the talk of Hollywood, 

But public and producers will not let him grow up on the 
He must keep to the “youngster’’ class and the boyish role 
in pictures. He is afraid he is doomed to similar parts for a long 
time to come, but that is only one reason he prefers the stage and 
accepts each opportunity that offers to play in a stage production. 

For Doug Jr. is stage struck... He. admits. as much and more. 
One gains the impression that the young actor would sacrifice his 
standing as a screen celebrity for one worthwhile chance at Broadway 
and a worthy New York stage production. He is a dabbler in all 
the arts, but the stage lures him more than any other career that 
might be open to him. 

In his dressing room in the Mayan Theater in Los Angeles, 
where he was starred recently in “The Man in Possession,” the 
young Mr, Fairbanks expounded his reasons for his quite obvious 
enjoyment of his stage role.

DRUGGISTS TOLD 
OF FINDINGS IN 
ST.LOUIS SURVEY 


U. S. Experts Say Custom- 
ers Spend Oftener for 
Soda but More at Time 
for Drugs. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch, 

DETROIT, Mich., Oct. 3.—Drug 
store customers spend oftener for 
cigarettes or soda, but more at a 
time for drugs, and the stores are 
in no danger of losing the prescrip- 
tion-filling function altogether, De- 
partment of Commerce experts re- 
ported, on the basis of studies of 
St. Louis stores, in addresses ycs- 
terday at the convention of the Na- 
tional Association of Retail Drug 
gists in Detroit. 

The Government experts are con- 
ducting the intensive research of 
the national drug store survey at 
St. Louis; which was selected~ as 
fairly representative of national 
conditions. Conditions of retailing 
have “flowed out into the rural 
districts by way of the paved roads” 
and modernized country stores, said 
John R. Bromwell of the depart- 
ment, who has studied 300 drug 
stores within 200 miles of St. Louis. 

He found that stock and modern- 
ity of appearance and arrangement 
were much the same in the country 
as in the city store. The country 
stores filled fewer prescriptions, 
and sold more fountain beverages. 
but fewer lunches, 

How Purchases Average. 

The average purchase in St. Louis 
is 19 cents at soda fountain or cigar 
counter, but 69 cents at the drug 
departments, said W. H. Meserole. 
The general average was 30 cents, 
since 70 per cent of the customers 
spent 19 cents, while 30 per cent 
spent three times as much in each 
purchase. The fountain was crowd- 
ed in hot weather, but prescription 
and remedy departments were busi- 
est in January and February. 

St. Louisans spend $70,000,000 a 
year in food stores and $18,500,- 
000 in drug stores, said Wroe Al- 
derson, director of 
survey. St. Louis had five times as 
many food stores as 


many customers as the average food 
store, but each customer spent four 
times as much at the food store. 
These facts, he said, emphasized 
the importance of choice locations 


| considering the larger labor cost of

Must Carry Wide Range. 
Alderson said there was no dang- 


merchandise estab- 
although even those 
druggists personally opposed to 
selling pen points or alarm clocks, 
or anything else unrelated to medi- 
cine, “‘must of necessity carry a 
wide range of items in order to 
stay in business.”’ 

The reason for that, he explained, 
is that, while the average American 
wants a reliable pharmacist in hig 
neizhborhood because of the 
emergency nature of many pre- 
scriptions, he has only one pre- 
scription filled a year, and his 
whole family needs only one pre- 
scription in two months. So the 
60,000 drug’ stores in the United 
States fill 150,000,000 prescriptions 
a year, but have to carry equip- 
ment and stock, and employ reg- 
istered pharmacists, adequate to 
fill 10 times as many. 

There is_ still a place for the 
Store that handles _ prescriptions 
only, said Alderson, but only a 
small place. Yet he saw “no cause 
for alarm” in other retail’ lines

Oldsmobile 26 Years 


Old Retraces Route of 
Cross-Country Run 


For the second time, “Old Scout,” 
a one-cylinder. curved dash Olds- 
mobile, has arrived in Portland, 
Ore., carrying a good roads mes- 
sage. This veteran Oldsmobile 
took a graphic story of the need 
of better highways to Portland at 
the conclusion of the first cross- 
country automobile race, which it 
won in 1905. Now it has complet- 
ed a tour over the same route, 
carrying a message of the advance 
made in highway construction in 
a quarter century. 

Right on the day, hour and 
minute designated in its schedule, 
“Old Scout’ chugged into Port- 
land with Dwight B. Huss at the 
tiller, the same man who drove it 
across the continent to victory 26 
years ago. 

It was met at the outskirts of 
the city and escorted to the City 
Hall where Mayor George L. Bak- 
er, city and State officials and of- 
ficers of the Oregon State Motor 
Association congratulated Huss. 

When Huss drove “Old Scout” 
into Portland in 19056, winning 
that memorable race, his first act 
was to address the National Good 
Roads Convention then in session. 
His description of the obsta¢éles en- 
countered of washed out roads, of 
almost impassable gumbo, of un- 
charted prairie and desert, con- 
vinced the delegates of the imper- 
ative need for better highways. 
This, in fact, marked the start 
of the good roads movement 
throughout the country. 

It took Huss 44 days elapsed 
time and 40 days driving time to 
make Portland from New York 
City in 1905. Driving from dawn 
to dusk each day and often far 
into the night, he averaged about 
96 miles per day.

Says Road-Building 
Plans Are Menaced 


By Tax Diversionists 


Approximately $1,500.000.000 is 
being spent for road building in the 
48 states during the current year 
On @ program which calls for the 
improyement of about 60,000 miles 
of new highway. The continuation 
of this program is threatened, ac- 
cording to W. H. Ware, vice presi- 
dent of Lubrite Refining Corpora- 
tion, by the program of real estate 
operators and railroads who are 
agitating for reduction of land 
taxes and diversion of motor and 
gasoline taxes from highways for 
the administrative expenses of the 
states.

38,380-Mile Non-Stop

How the Dramatic League Ts Preserving 
St. Louis’ 


By M. W. CHILDS

F THE melting pot, 
as sociologists have 


established, does - 


not melt, at least 
it blends. That 
America reduces all 
rich racial elements 
to a dull and stand- 
ard pattern is a 
complaint often 
heard. Here in St. Louis there is an 
active movement to preserve the cul- 
ture of those fragments of foreign 
lands that have been broken off 
and transplanted in the middle of 
America. 

The Theater of Nations, which is 
about to begin the second season of its 
existence, sponsors all forms of na- 
tional drama, from the gay make-be- 
lieve of the German fairy tale to the 
grim tragedy of Sophocles’ ‘Antig- 
one.”” The people of seven different 
nations presented indivjdual programs 
last year, and the plans for this sea- 
son are even more ambitious. The 
Theater of Nations is looking for other 
national groups capable of presenting 
a performance of a typical play in 
their own language, supplemented, 
perhaps, by national dances and 
music. 

Mrs. Charles L, Passmore is chair- 
man of the Theater of Nations, which 
is a part of the Dramatic League of 
St. Louis, of which Miss Sarah Gert- 
rude Knott is executive director. The 
Dramatic League is a kind of perpetu- 
al rodeo of the drama, All of St. Louis 
is a stage for the league, and nearly 
every citizen may be a player. In the 
two years that she has been in St. 
Louis Miss Knott has brought under 
one banner 42 different dramatic 
groups, varying from those originating 
in factories and industrial plants to 
those sponsored by women’s clubs. 

The Theater of Nations is the most 
interesting department of the Dramat- 
ic League. The program last year be- 
gan with the Russian night. The choir 
of the Russian Orthodox Church of St. 
Michael the Archangel sang religious 
and national songs. Tamara Daria- 
lova gave a program of dances and 
Ludmilla Suntzeff read from Russian 
poeins. In the audience were, both 
Czarists and Soviets, meeting this once 
on friendly terms. The Soviets sat in 
the front of the auditorium, the Czar- 
ists in the back. They had nothing to 
say, but at least for this one night 
they were all Russians and they kept 
the peace. 

Ludmilla Suntzeff wore that night 
the costume in which she had been 
presented at the court oi the Czar, 
where her mother.was for a time a 
lady-in-waiting. The Soviet element in 
the audience didn't exactly approve of 
this; they let Mrs. Passmore know 
that they thought it was rather silly. 
Miss Suntzeff lives with her parents,

landed Binney in a sanitari- 
um, whither he was sent by 
his horrified and indignant’ 
mother. All these facts were 
dragged out and reviewed 
when Binney and Irma 
eloped, and the farther the 
review progressed the mad- 
der the Leighs became. Their 
efforts at annullment, how- 
ever, were fruitless and Bin- 
ney and his bride departed 
for a gala honeymoon in 
Floriga. 

Their marriage lasted five 
years, during which time 
they cruised about in Bin- 
neys yacht, the Irma L.. 
wintered in Palm Beach and 
summered in Europe. 

spending a few weeks of 
each year at Binney’s New 
Jersey home and an occa- 
sional week-end in Philadel- 
phia. 
Then Mrs. Irma Earl sued 
her play-boy husband for di- 
vorce. She charged that he 
was the ‘‘workless son of a million- 
aire mother, who considered labor of 
any sort degrading.’ 

The divorce suit turned out to be a 

great deal more sensational than migh 


have been expected from the wife’s al- > 


legations. For Binney filed counter 
charges, alleging his young wife had 
been captivated by the charms of a 
traveling salesman, Alexander Goulard, 
and a combination chauffeur and chef 
of his household, Mark Whitfield. 

Binney’s charges aroused hot indig- 
nation among members of the Leigh 
family. But the court ruled they were 
groundless and granted the divorce to 
Mrs. Irma Earl. That was in 1914. 

For two years, then, Binney flitted 
about, footloose and fancy free, until 
in 1916 he met and married a beau- 
tiful blonde, Mabelle Stillson, daug- 
ter of “Robert L. Stillson, a wealthy 
New York business man. The mar- 
riage took place in the Red Room of 
the Bellevue Stratford Hotel in Phil- 
adelphia and the newlyweds departed 
for a Florida honeymoon. Florida 
had by this time become a sort of 
habit with Binney. 

The couple settled down and 


seemed very happy. People be- 
gan to say that Binney at last had 
straightened out. He started a 
business of his own, prospered 
and spent his money freely on 
jewels and gowns for his own 
wife instead of the wife of some- 
body else. 

After the death of his moth- 
er, Binney came into all the huge 
Earl fortune, of which his father 
had left him only a slice. 

Binney built a sumptuous win- 
ter home in Miami, and each win- 
ter he and his young wife spent 
the winter months on the sunny Flori- 
da sands, a gay addition to the social 
life of the Southern resort. It was for 
Mabelle, too, that he planned and built 
the lovely home in Edgewater Park 
He told his friends proudly that he 
was completely happy. 


HEN, in the winter of 1927, 

when Mr. and Mrs. Earl - were, 

as usual, occupying their home 
in Miami, they met a couple of at- 
tractive young new-comers. Mr. and 
Mrs. Emil Reinbold 

Mrs. Reinbold had been a famous 
Viennese beauty before her marriage, 
and Emil, a native of Budapest, was 
manager of an exclusive apartment 
house adjoining the Ear! estate.. 

A fast friendship was established be- 
tween the two households. There were 
foursomes for bridge, foursomes for 
golf. The Reinbolds were guests at 
the Earl home, and the Earis in turn 
were entertained at the Reinbolds, 

Soon it became noticeable that the 
dashing Binney was paying more and 
more attention to the charms of Mra. 
Paula Reinbold. In self-defense, Emil 
and Mabelle played up to each other. 
And so what started as a friendly four- 
some broke up into reshuffled two- 
somes. 

Mrs. Earl was a canny young lady. 
50 she took pains that the four should 
always be seen together, to avoid gos- 
sip. The outside world didn’t guess 
that anything was amiss in the friend- 
ship of the Reinbolds and the Earls—— 
not for a while. Then Binney and 
Mrs. Reinbold had their own opportun- 
ities to have luncheon together and 
perhaps a swim afterward, alone. 

Her pride wounded, her sense of se- 


curity gone, Mrs. 

Earl came to de- 

pend more and 

more upon the 
company of Emil Reinbold. Reinbold, 
a forthright gentleman with a German 
reverence for the sanctity of the home 
and marriage, was hurt and bewildered 
by it all. He discussed the growing in- 
timacy with his wife and Mabelle’s 
husband with her frankly—and they 
decided they would play their own lit- 
tle counter game. 

According, Mrs. Earl looked soulful- 
ly into the eyes of Emil Reinbold 
bold whenever her young husband was 
looking—swam with him, danced with 
him and played golf with him. 

Her life’s happiness was at stake, 
and she knew it. She believed that ff 
she could make Binney jealous it 
would bring him back to earth, and 
he would forget his infatuation for the 
beautiful Mrs. Reinbold. When the 
two young couples were seen at the 
smart stay-up-late place of Miami the 
other merrymakers little guessed that 
here was a tragi-comedy of marital 
cross currents. Mrs. Ear! did not show 
it. This being 1927, and she being 
Mrs. Binney Earl, she endeavored to 
win her husband back by pretending 
to be in love with Emil. 

All Mabelle’s strategy, however, had 
no effect on the infatuated Binney. If 
he noticed his wife’s apparent flirta- 
tion with Emil, he did not guess the 
motives that underlay it. 

So the smooth little drama, with all 
its heartaches concealed under a brave 
front, went on in earnest. The Rein- 
bolds had been married happily since 
1906——-but Emil was as proud as Ma- 
belle, and he could not stand by and 
let the world see his hurt. He played 
the cavalier to Mrs. Ear!

Binney won a divorce from his wife 
on the grounds of ‘‘habitual indulg- 
ence in violent and ungovernable tem- 
per and extreme cruelty.’ This was 
on December 22, 1927. 

When Mrs. Reinbold brought suit 
for divorce. she charged him with in- 
fidelity, and he hotly denied her al- 
legations. 

On February 3, 1928, Mrs. Reinbold 
was granted a divoree, and on the next 
day the now famous matrimonial swap 
was completed. Binney married Mrs. 
Reinbold in Palm Beach on the same 
day that Emil Reinbold married Mrs. 
Earl in Bradentown, Florida. 

The reassorted couples realized after 
a short time that it was all a mistake. 
There was a year of feverish pleasure 
seeking, in an attempt to forget. Ma- 
belle was still in love with Binney and 
Emil Reinbold was dreaming of his 
one-time happiness with Paula. 


INNEY and Paula found, too, 
that a winter's flirtation cannot 
be turned into a life-long bargain. 

Occasionally the reshuffled couples 
met, but there was a wall of reserve 
between them now, There was no use 
to keep on playing the game. 

Binney was the first to break. He 
deserted his new wife on February 5, 
1929, according to Paula's claims in 
her latest divorce suit. She says that 
she was left without support. Friends 
say that for a time she operated a 
palmistry parlor for fashionable clients 
in Florida. Her divorce from Binney 
was granted in Tampa, August 24. 

In the meantime, Emil was claiming 
that Mabelle deserted him early in 
1930. And it was also early in 1930 
that Mabelie sailed for Paris and a 
divorce. Following her on another 
boat was Binney, her first husband 
band.

A STATUETTE OF ST. LOUIS 


O THAT they may

um’s many and diverse collec- 


tions. 

Director Meyric Rogers has 
chosen as the first to be iso- 
lated the small thirteenth cen- 
tury statue of St. Louis that is 
one of the most valued posses- 
sions of the museum. 

Each week a new treasure 
will be placed in the spe- 
cial setting of green velvet 
that has been created in the 
alcove. Museum experts will de- 
scribe the chosen object in a spe- 
cial bulletin, the information 
in which will be printed each 
week in the Sunday Magazine of 
the Post-Dispatch. 

Mr. Rogers plan to feature a 
wide variety of objects, one week 
a painting, the next a magnifi- 
| “eent chasuble, a rare piece of 
| lacquer. There follows a_ de- 
| scription of the statue of St. 
| Louis: 

This little statuette of the re- 
doubtable crusader and the pa- 
tron saint of the City of St. 
Louis was acquired by the muse- 
um in 1924. It is a fascinating 
relic linking the name of a great 
modern metropolis with the dim 
and turbulent age when feudal 
lords exacted homage of vassal

and serf, and  peas- 
antry and nobility 
alike took up the cross 
in droves ot thousands 
to march to the defense 
of the Holy Sepulchre 
of Jerusalem. Louis IX 
of France, better 
known as St. Louis, 
was not only a devout 
Crusader, but also a be- 
ioved and _ honored 
King. He ruled witha 
wisdom and probity 
which caused his name 
to be cherisbed by the 
people more than that 
of any other French 
King except Charle- 
magne. Born in 1214, 
he fell heir to the 
French crown in 1226. 
His crusading activi- 
ties in Egypt and Syria 
and his death from the 
plague in Tunis 
(1270), while engaged 
in the last of these 
holy wars, enhanced his 
popularity immensely.

The statuette is a standing fig- 
ure carved from wood, a favor- 
ite material of the Gothic sculp- 
tors, who seemed to be fond of 
the fresh, crisp quality which ii 
imparted to their intricate and 
carefully studied draperies. 


IKE all medieval  sculp- 

tures, it was brilliantly 

painted in colors, and 
heightened with gold. Much of 
this color remains. Though only 
19 inches in height, the little 
figure has the dignity and 
breadth of design of monumentai 
sculpture. The features, deli- 
cately and sensitively carved, are 
those of the ascetic devotee, gen- 
tle and smiling, yet firm and im- 
placable of purpose.
